Russian torpedo boat have passed the 
Dardanelles tn spite of protest of Great 
Britain.

through Its foreign office entered a 
protest against the permission grant- 
ed In September last to four unarmor- 
ed Russian torpedo-boat destroyers to 
pass through the Dardanelles Into the 
Black Sea, under the commercial flag 
of Russia, and It was believed would 
be followed by similar action on the 
part of Austro-Hongary and Italy, 
while Germany and France would re- 
main aloof.
